(P?)}—The sale of 3.2 per cent beer 
was held in violation of the state 
“hone-dry” law in circuit court here 
today, not because it was intoxi- 
cating, but because it contained 
alcohol. 

Circuit Judge Abner McGehee in 
ruling on a case styled “the state 
of Arkansas vs. 18 bottles of beer,” 
declared it did not matter whether 
the beverage was intoxicating, s0 
long as it contained alcohol.

T0 PAY EMPLOYES : 


Commission Decides To 
Let Engineers Remain, 
But To Draw No Pay. 


The state highway board Wednes- 
day decided to ask Governof Eugene 


Talmadge for permission to pay all 


of its employes except the five en- 
gineers he has ordered stricken from 
the pay roll and to permit the en- 
gineers to remain in the department 
but to draw no pay pending settle- 
ment of the issue arising Over the 
governor's demand for their dismissal. 

The action of the board Was taken 
in a special executive sesSion of the 
commission and was. not officially 
made public, members of the board 
deciding to withhold any .statensent 
until after the formal request is lnid 
before the governor. Governor Tal- 
madge was in Gainesville Wednesday 
and the official] communigation from 
the commission will not be transmit- 
ted to his office until this morning. 

From authoritive soufces it was 
learned that the poard will accompany 
the request with a statement showing 
how much the highway; department 
owes and to whorn it is fhdebted. 

There are about 1,300officials and 
employes in the department who have 
not been paid since April 1 and the 
department has almost $2,000,000 to 
its credit in the state treasury. 

Just what the governor will do with 
the communication from the commis- 
sion could not be learned Wednes- 
dav night. However, since the dis- 
pute with the board arose thé@ gov- 
ernor has taken the position that as 
far as he is concerned the fire engi- 
neers already are off the pay roll and 
the highway department can draw 
funds to pay the bglance of its offi- 
cials and employes any time it de- 
sires, 

The governor has announced that 
from his point of view there is no 
dispute with the eommission and has 
made it clear that he feels his order 
to 
remove the engiseers, who include 
Chief Engineer BR P. McWhorter, is 
final and there is nothing left for

continue to opefate with them and

“We are going to submit a commu- 
nication to the governor immediately 
on his return from Gainesville,” the 
board chairman said. “We do not 
feel that we should make public this 
communication before it reaches Mr. 
Talmadge. It will be ready for him 
when he reaches his office tomorrow 
morning.”

A new kind of corn borer or dill 
worm, as some farmers have described 
it, has attacked the young corn crop 
of this county and the damage to date, 
it is estimated by County Agent P. 
H. Ward, may run 4s high as 20 
per cent, with prospects that the borer 
may continue its depredations. 

‘The worm or borer is described as 
being about one inch long and hav- 
It attacks the corn 
right at the top of the ground, drill- 


'ing its way into the tender stalk and 


causing it to die. The taet that it 
operates on the ground surface makes 
it difficult to combat, it is stated by 
those who have watched its work. 

In some instances, if is stated, acre 
after acre of corn has been made prac- 
worthless as a result of the 
visitation by this pest, which seems 
to have a distinct preference for the 
very young corn, nipping it just as it 
begins its growth. 

It is believed the older corn may he 
as very little damage to the 


larger and tougher stalks has been 


_ noticed. Meanwhile experiments of va- 


rious kinds are being tried by the 
farmers in an effort to prevent the to- 
tal loss of their crop.

A formal agreement between Chinese 
and Japanese military authorities pre- 
sumably ending hostilities soutk of 
the Great Wall was signed today at 
Tangku, a seacoast town just north of 
Tientsin, 

According to the Japanese vebsion 
of the accord, which they cal] a 
“treaty,” the outstanding result is the 
establishment of a d®militarized zone 
from the Great Wall southwards to 
an east-and-west line running a short 
distance north of Tientsin and Pei- 
ping and thence northward to the 
wall, 

The Japanese said no Chinese 
troops will be permitted to enter this 
area, while Japanese forces wil] with- 
draw to the wall “after the Chinese 
part of the evacuation” 
of the zone, ; 

Policing of territory will be in the 
hands of Chinese police,‘ according to 
the Japanese, while the Japanese mili- 
tary authorities will be allowed at 
any time to inspect the area by air- 
plane or any other means.

The hunt for the Underbill-Bailey 
gang, cousidered the most desperate, 
was pressed in the mining district 
around Miami, Okla., this morning 
after Jeff Weatherby, a filling sta- 
tion owner, reported he had been rob- 
hed of a few dollars by four men, who 
forced him to accompany them to a 
point south of Miami, where he was 
released. He said Underhill was one 
of the men. Underhill’s wife is at 
Picher, Okla., near by. 

No trace of the men was found, 
however, and authorities expressed the 
belief that the convicts had fled west- 
ward into the Spayinaw hills, a wild 
section of Craig county. 

It was believed that Bailey, badly 
wounded in the leg by a bullet from 
a guard's rifle at the prison, had been 
left with a companion at some hide- 
out. Miami police feared that some 
doctor might be kidnaped to treat 
Bailey. 

Warden Prather said the convicts 
told him the firearms used in the 
break had been smuggled into the pris- 
on in bales of sisal, used in making 
twine.
